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HISTORY 


HE Princeton Charter Club was organized in 
the fall of 1901, with a Senior Section from the 


Class of 1902 and a Junior Section from the 
Class of 1903. The name Cloister was at first selected 
until it was discovered that Yale already had an insti- 
tution of similar name. About that time the document 
known as the Charter for the College of New Jersey was 
found and presented to the University. On the sugges- 
tion of Professor McDonald, an honorary member, the 
name Charter was substituted for Cloister. 

A small building on Olden Street, known as the 
“Incubator” because several other clubs had started 
there, was leased for a club house and the furnishings 
paid for by subscriptions. 

In the spring of 1903 the Club purchased three lots 
and a house on Prospect Avenue which constitutes three- 
quarters of the present property. The house was 
redesigned and enlarged under the supervision of an 
undergraduate member, David Adler of the 1904 Sec-. 
tion, with the assistance of Professor Harris of the 
Faculty. 

The funds for the purchase of this property and the 
alterations to this second club house were raised by the 
sale of nineteen $1,000 mortgage bonds. 

In the spring of 1905 an anonymous gift of $3,000 
was received and with the addition of a $3,000 mortgage 
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was used to purchase the adjoining lot with a building 
on it. A few months later another anonymous gift of 
$2,500 was received and a squash court was built on the 
back of the new lot while the house was rented for an 
amount sufficient to pay the carrying charges of the new 
property until the summer of 1913. At that time the club 
house and extra house were sold and moved away and 
the present or third club house was built from plans 
drawn by Arthur I. Meigs of the 1903 Section and under 
his supervision. The cost was approximately $70,000 
of which $40,000 was raised by a great many subscrip- 
tions and $30,000 on a first mortgage. During the con- 
struction the Club again leased the “Incubator” for the 
entire college year of 1913-1914 but was able to hold a 
banquet in the almost completed new building the night 
before the Commencement Game in June 1914. 

In the spring of 1917, less than a month after war had 
been declared, the club house was closed because most of 
the undergraduate members had joined some branch of 
the service. The house was temporarily opened in 1917 
for the use of men training for Y.M.C.A. work, but it 
was not until February 1919 that enough members had 
returned to college to warrant reopening permanently. 
During this period our members enjoyed the privileges 
of the Cottage Club and the fixed charges on our own 
property such as taxes, insurance, and interest were 
paid by dues and a few short-time notes. 

Charter Club members had a splendid war record and 
in memory of the seven men who lost their lives in the 
war, a bronze tablet, donated by the entire membership, 
has been placed over the mantel in the living room. 
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The spring of 1934 saw the Club entirely out of debt 
for the first time. Since Charter was organized in 1901, 
over $54,000 in mortgage bonds and notes have been 
paid off entirely out of graduate dues and profits, with- 
out the help of gifts or assessments.

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CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE I 


1. The name of this Club shall be Tur PRINCETON CHARTER 
CLUB. 


2. The object of this Club shall be to provide such accommo- 
dations as are required to promote the general welfare of a num- 
ber of students at Princeton University in the spirit of fraternal 
fellowship. 


3. The corporate seal of the Club shall be a circle containing 
in its upper margin the words, ‘““The Princeton Charter Club,” in 
its lower margin the words, ‘Princeton, N.J.,’”’ and in its center 
the words, ‘Incorporated 1901.” The Club color shall be dark 
maroon and old gold. 


ARTICLE II 


1. The members of this Club shall be Active, Graduate, 
Honorary and Faculty. 


2. ‘The Active membership shall consist of two sections, one of 
which shall be composed of members of the Junior class of Prince- 
ton University, the other members of the Senior class and post- 
graduate students. 


3. The Graduate membership shall consist of all active mem- 
bers in good standing who have ceased to be students at the 
University and other Princeton Alumni elected as hereinafter 
provided. 
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4. The Honorary membership shall consist of not more than 
twenty, of whom not less than two nor more than six shall be 
members of the University Faculty. 


5. The Faculty membership shall consist of those to whom 
Club privileges are extended for one year. 


ARTICLE III 


1. Election of Active members from the Sophomore, Junior or 
Senior classes or from among the post-graduate students shall be 
in accordance with the provisions of such Inter-Club agreement 
as may then be in force. Each active member upon election shall 
signify in writing his willingness to be governed by the pro- 
visions of this Constitution during his membership in the Club. 


2. Election of Graduate members from the alumni of Prince- 
ton who have not been active members shall be in the following 
manner: 


(a) From classes graduated before nineteen hundred and two, 
by a three-fourths vote of the active members and the approval of 
the Board of Governors. 


(b) From classes graduated since nineteen hundred and one, 
by a ballot (two black-balls to exclude) of the graduate members 
of that class to which the candidate belongs and a confirming 
three-fourths vote of the active members; provided, that such 
ballot shall not be valid unless taken at a meeting at which one- 
fourth of those eligible to vote are present, those not being present 
being allowed to vote by proxy, and at which at least three- 
fourths shall submit votes; and provided, that no such meeting 
shall be held unless notice thereof has been sent with the name of 
the candidate to each member concerned at least two weeks before. 


3. Election of Honorary members shall be by unanimous vote 
of the active members and the approval of the Board of Gov- 
ernors. 
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4. Election of Faculty members shall be by vote of the active 
members. 


ARTICLE IV 


1. The officers of this Club shall be a President, a Vice-Presi- 
dent, a Treasurer, a Secretary, and an Assistant Treasurer. The 
President, Vice-President and Treasurer shall be Seniors and the 
Secretary and Assistant Treasurer shall be Juniors. Their duties 
shall be as follows: 


(a) The President shall call and preside at all meetings of the 
active membership and the Board of Governors; shall be an 
ex-officio member of all committees, and shall perform the other 
duties of an executive officer. 


(b) The Vice-President shall be Undergraduate Governor and 
act as President in the absence of the latter. 


(c) The Treasurer shall collect, take charge of and pay out 
all moneys, except as hereinafter provided; shall keep account of 
the same, and shall make a full report in writing of the finances 
at each regular meeting of the Board of Governors. 


(d) The Secretary shall make and keep all necessary records, 
including a true record of all meetings; shall conduct the corre- 
spondence; and shall have custody of all documents and of the 
corporate seal. He shall act as President in the absence of Presi- 
dent, Vice-President and Treasurer. 


(e) The Assistant Treasurer shall perform such duties in 
connection with the books, accounts, ordering, etc., as shall be 
assigned to him by the Treasurer. 


2. The active members of the Club, with the approval of the 
Board of Governors, may provide a House Committee and Mem- 
bership Committee and other standing Committees with such 
membership and duties as may be designated for them. 
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3. The Corporate Trustees of this Club shall be a Board of 
Governors composed of twelve (12) graduate members and one 
active member. The control of the general policy and finances is 
reserved to this Board, and all important measures which may 
concern the interests of the Club must be submitted for its ap- 
proval or vote. The Board of Governors shall have power to 
suspend or expel any member from this Club when such action 
shall appear to a majority of the Board to be in the best interests 
of the Club or Princeton University. This Board shall hold regu- 
lar and special meetings at Princeton or elsewhere at such times 
and places as the Board may designate and it may require reports 
from officers at any time and place. A quorum of this Board shall 
consist of five (5) members thereof. The Board of Governors shall 
elect one of their number to act as Chairman during his term of 
office as Governor. In the absence of the Chairman at any pro- 
ceeding, meeting, or in the doing of any act to be done by the 
Chairman in his said capacity, the senior member of the Board of 
Governors present, according to seniority by class of graduation, 
shall act as Chairman pro tem. The interpretation of the Consti- 
tution by the Board of Governors shall be final. 

Any member of the Board of Governors who shall be absent 
from three successive meetings without satisfactory explanation 
shall be deemed to have resigned, and the vacancy created may 
thereupon be filled in accordance with the provisions of this 
Constitution. 

The active member of the Board to be known as the Undergrad- 
uate Governor, shall act as Secretary and Treasurer of it, keeping 
its records, conducting its correspondence and taking charge of 
such funds as the Board may delegate to him. 


ARTICLE V 


1. Election of Officers shall be by majority vote on a written 
ballot at the meeting for this purpose held annually. Those 
elected shall hold office for one year or until their successors are 
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elected, those elected in the spring taking office on the first of 
May, those elected in the fall taking office immediately. 


2. Election of Standing Committees shall be by a written bal- 
lot at the meeting for this purpose held annually in the fall. Spe- 
cial committees shall be appointed by the President unless other- 
wise ordered. 


3. Election of the Board of Governors shall be by written bal- 
lot as follows: 


(a) The Board of Governors, prior to March 1, in each year, 
shall elect a Nominating Committee of not less than three mem- 
bers. Prior to April 15 in each year the Nominating Committee 
shall report to the Chairman of the Board of Governors, their 
nominees for the four Graduate Governors who shall be elected 
each year in place of the four whose terms will expire, and their 
nominees for any vacancy in the Board of Governors that have 
taken place since the last election. On or before May 1 of each 
year the names of such nominees shall be posted at the Club 
House and shall be sent to each elector. The electors shall consist 
of the active and graduate members. Any elector may file with the 
Chairman of the Board of Governors on or before June 1, a writ- 
ten nomination of one or more additional candidates. Only those 
additional candidates who shall have been nominated in such 
manner by at least fifteen electors shall be eligible for election. 

On or before June 10 of each year, the Board of Governors, or 
its representative, shall send to each elector an official ballot con- 
taining the names of candidates for Graduate Governors. An 
elector who has lost or has failed to receive the original ballot 
shall be entitled to receive a duplicate upon application to the 
Chairman of the Board of Governors. Electors shall cast their 
votes by mail to the Chairman of the Board of Governors, or such 
other person as may be designated by the Board of Governors for 
this purpose. The Board of Governors shall designate two gradu- | 
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ate members to act as tellers. The polls shall close on July 15 or 
such other date, not later than September 15, as may be designated 
by the Board of Governors, and no votes received after the clos- 
ing of the polls shall be counted. The tellers shall certify in writ- 
ing to the Board of Governors the names of the candidates receiv- 
ing the highest number of votes, and such candidates shall there- 
upon become members of the Board of Governors for the terms for 
which they have respectively been elected. 

In the event that the Nominating Committee and/or the electors 
shall not have nominated, by June 10 of each year, a greater 
number of candidates than there are vacancies on the Board of 
Governors, ballots need not be sent to each elector as herein pro- 
vided, but the Chairman of the Board of Governors shall cast one 
ballot for the election of each of the candidates then nominated by 
said Committee and/or electors and said candidates shall there- 
upon become members of the Board of Governors for the terms for 
which they have respectively been elected. The Chairman shall 
advise the members of the Board of Governors of said elections 
and at the next succeeding meeting of the Board, the names of 
the Governors so elected shall be noted in the minutes of said 
meeting. 

Graduate members of the Board of Governors shall be elected 
for terms of three years, or until their successors have been elected, 
except that any vacancy occurring among the Graduate Gover- 
nors shall be filled for the unexpired term at the next succeeding 
election. Vacancies occurring among the Graduate Governors may 
be filled, until the next succeeding election, by the vote of a 
majority of the remaining members of the Board of Governors. 
Not more than one Graduate Governor shall be elected from any 
one class that shall have been graduated for less than ten (10) 
years. Any member of the Board may be reelected. 


(b) The Undergraduate Governor shall be elected by a 
majority of the active members not later than May 1 of his 
Junior year. 
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ARTICLE VI 


1. Regular meetings of the active members of this Club shall 
be held in October, December and April of each year, on dates 
to be fixed by the President on reasonable notice as follows: For 
the election of President, Vice-President and Treasurer, at a 
regular meeting in April; for the election of Secretary at the | 
regular meeting in October; for the election of Assistant Treas- 
urer at a regular meeting in December. At these meetings the ' 
standing committees shall report, and measures to be submitted 
to the Board of Governors shall be voted upon. 


2. Meetings of the active and graduate members shall be held 
at such times as may be fixed by the Board of Governors. 


3. Special meetings shall be held at the discretion of the 
President or upon the request of three or more members, provided 
that reasonable notice of such meetings be given beforehand. 


4. A quorum for the transaction of business shall consist of a 
majority of the active members. A majority vote of those present 
shall be sufficient to adopt any measure, except as otherwise pro- 
vided by this Constitution. : 


ARTICLE VII 


1. The Initiation Fee for active membership in this Club shall 
be Fifty Dollars ($50.), payable on or before May 1, in the case 
of members elected from the Sophomore class at the regular spring 
elections, and payable two weeks after election, in the case of 
members otherwise elected. In the case of members elected from 
the Sophomore class at the regular spring elections, if payment is 
not made by June 1, the member’s name shall be posted and credit 
shall be denied to him; if payment is not made by the opening of 
the fall term, the member shall be suspended from the Club and 
shall be denied all privileges of the Club, including the right to 
take his meals at the Club. In the case of members elected other- 
wise than from the Sophomore class at the regular spring elec- 
tions, if payment of the initiation fee is not made within thirty 
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(30) days after election, the member’s name shall be posted, he 
shall be suspended from the Club and denied all privileges of the 
Club, including the right to take his meals at the Club. 


2. The annual dues of active members shall be Fifteen Dol- 
lars ($15.). Bills for such dues shall be rendered on October 1 
in each year and shall be payable on or before the first day of 
November of each year. If any member has not paid his annual 
dues by November 1, his name shall be posted; if payment has not 
been made by the end of the Christmas vacation, he shall be 
suspended from the Club and denied all privileges of the Club, 
including the right to take his meals at the Club. 


3. Annual dues of Ten Dollars ($10.) shall be paid by each 
graduate member on the first of January in each year, provided, 
however, that graduate members whose class shall have been 
graduated for 10 years or more shall not be required to pay 
graduate dues. If any member liable to the payment of graduate 
dues has not paid such dues before the June first following, his 
name may be posted and he may be suspended from the Club until 
payment. If he has not paid such dues before the October or next 
succeeding meeting of the Board of Governors, he may be ex- 
pelled by the Board. 

Any member may pay the sum of Seventy-Five Dollars ($75.) 
in one payment on or before the first of February following the 
graduation of his section, in lieu of the annual dues of Ten Dol- 
lars ($10.) a year for 10 years hereinabove provided for. Also, 
payment of future graduate dues for less than 10 years may be 
discounted in one payment on the basis of 75 per cent of the cur- 
rent and future dues, provided that this only applies to the first 
8 years for which the graduate dues are payable. 


4. Charges for board shall be paid by active members in such 
amounts and at such times as may be fixed by the Board of 
Governors. Drawbacks shall be paid only to members who notify 
the Treasurer of their intended absence from college and who are 
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absent continuously for one or more weeks. Such drawbacks shall 
be for that proportion of board as is authorized by the Governors. 


5. If any house charges are not paid within 10 days of 
presentation penalties in such amount as may be determined from 
time to time by the Board of Governors may be added for each 
week or part of a week until the whole is paid. Credit may be 
denied to any member whose account is thus in arrears and must 
be denied if the arrears amount to Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.) or 
more. In every case where credit is suspended no further credit 
shall be extended until the indebtedness already incurred shall 
have been discharged in full. If any charges are not paid within 
30 days, debtor shall be liable to suspension and loss of privileges 
of the Club. 


6. Assessments may be imposed upon all active members by a 
three-fourths vote thereof, but such assessments shall not exceed 
Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.) per capita in any one year, without 
the approval of the Board of Governors. 


7. By a three-fourths vote of all the active members, initiation 
fees and dues may, in special cases, be remitted, in whole or in 
part, to any member, provided that the total amount thus remitted 
in any one section shall not exceed the full amount due from one 
regular paying member. 


8. Any action taken by the Club in regard to the remission of 
board, initiation fees and dues of Managers and holders of schol- 
arships shall conform with the rules of Princeton University and 
of the Inter-Club Council which are now in force or which may 
from time to time be adopted by Princeton University and/or 
said Council, or by such other body as may be empowered to 
make rules covering the remission of board, initiation fees and 
dues of Club members. The Board of Governors shall be advised 
promptly in writing of any such action taken by the Club and 
such action shall be noted in the minutes of the next succeeding 
meeting of the Board of Governors. 
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9, In the event that the rules with respect to the remission of 
board of Managers and scholarship men now in force shall be 
suspended by Princeton University and the Inter-Club Council or 
by such other body as may be empowered to make such rules, the 
Club may remit the board of one or more members of each section, 
as follows: The equivalent of the board of one member, for each 
section of 20 men or less; plus the equivalent of one-half the 
board of one member, where a section consists of from 21 to 30 
men; and, similarly, the further remittances of the equivalent of 
one-half the board of one member, for each additional 1 to 10 
men. The Board of Governors shall be advised promptly in writ- 
ing of any such action taken by the Club and such action shall be 
noted in the minutes of the next succeeding meeting of the Board 
of Governors. 


10. The President is empowered to suspend for not less than 
one week and fine not more than Ten Dollars ($10.) any member 
guilty of conduct unbecoming a gentleman. 


ARTICLE VIII 


1. All house charges and board shall be collected and depos- 
ited by the Treasurer, and shall be paid out by him for necessary 
running expenses. All such payments must be by check signed by 
the Treasurer and countersigned by the President, or, in his 
absence, by one of the other officers. 


2. Expenditures for repairs, improvements, and other pur- 
poses outside of those necessary to the management of the Club 
shall not exceed Twenty-Five Dollars ($25.) a month, without 
the approval of the Board of Governors. 


3. Initiation fees and undergraduate dues shall be collected 
and deposited by the Undergraduate Governor, and shall be paid 
out by him for insurance, taxes, and such other items as may be 
authorized by the Board of Governors. 
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4. Graduate dues shall be collected and deposited by the Grad- 
uate Treasurer appointed by the Board of Governors and shall be 
paid out by him for such items as may be authorized by the 
Board of Governors. 


5. All income devoted to sinking funds, and all income derived 
from investments shall be under the exclusive control of the 
Board of Governors, and, unless otherwise ordered, shall be in 
charge of the Graduate Treasurer to be kept by him in a bank 
account, subject to check signed by him, such checks to be drawn 
subject to such regulations and directions as may from time to 
time be made by the Board of Governors. 


6. The property of the Club shall be vested in the Club in its 
corporate capacity. 


ARTICLE IX 


1. By-Laws of this Club may be adopted by the active mem- 
bers, and when approved by the Board of Governors shall not be 
set aside except by a three-fourths vote. Such By-Laws may in- 
clude reasonable penalties for their violation. 


2. Among the By-Laws shall be the following, which shall 
not, in any case, be set aside: 


(a) No malt or spirituous liquors or wine shall be used by 
any person while in the Club House. 


(b) No gambling shall be allowed in the Club House. 


ARTICLE X 


1. This Constitution may be amended by a three-fourths vote 
of all the active members and the approval of the Board of Gov- 
ernors, provided that all amendments be posted in the Club 
House at least one week before being voted upon. 
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MEN WHO DIED IN THE SERVICE 





Edward Ellsworth ’11, 1st Lieutenant, Company B, 6th 
Engineers, 3rd Division, A.E.F., was killed in action at noon at 
Dun-Sur-Meuse, France, on October 20, 1918. When enemy ma- 
chine guns were holding up the advance of his company, Lieu- 
tenant Ellsworth took three of his men and by daring and skillful 
maneuvering captured both guns. Later in the day he charged 
another machine gun nest and was killed. He received the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross. 

James Dana Paull 717, 1st Lieutenant, U.S.S.R.C.A.S. He 
was the first American aviator killed at Issoudon, France. He met 
his death in an airplane accident December 20, 1917. 

Marquand Ward ’17, Private, Company C, 312th Infantry, 
A.E.F., was killed in action at Talma Farm, October 18, 1918. 
He was cited for “signal courage and fearlessness” in general 
orders. 

John Howell Westcott 718, Private, Company L, 107th Infan- 
try, A.E.F., served six months in the American Ambulance Ser- 
vice in France. He enlisted in the United States Army in June 
1917, and was killed in action at Le Catelet, France, September 
29, 1918. 

Wistar Morris 719, 1st Lieutenant, 12th Aero Squadron, 4th 
Army Corps, was shot down by German anti-aircraft guns near 
Flaiville about five kilometers north of Varennes on the east side 
of the Argonne Forest, September 29, 1918. 

Warden McLean 712, 2nd Lieutenant, United States Regular 
Army, served at Fort Oglethorpe, Georgia, as an instructor in the 
R.O.T.C. there. He was assigned with a battery of artillery, and

while riding with this organization his horse bolted, and he was 
thrown against a tree. He was taken to a hospital in Chattanooga, 
Tennessee, where he died June 29, 1917. 

William Clinton Story ’13 entered the service in May 1917, at 
Plattsburg. He was selected for aviation because of physique 
and temperament. He received instruction at the Georgia School 
of Technology and at Park Field, Memphis, Tennessee, where he 
was killed in a collision on February 26, 1918, within a few 
hours of receiving his commission.
